Following  the  November  17,  1977,  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Visitors  of  Virginia  Commonwealth  University,  Dr.  Wynd- 
ham B.  Blanton,  Jr.,  rector  of  the  Board,  announced  the 
appointment  of  Dr.  Edmund  Farris  Ackell  as  the  third  presi- 
dent of  the  University. 

Doctor  Ackell  was  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Visitors 
b\-  a  presidential  assistance  search  committee  which  was  com- 
posed of  administrative,  academic,  student,  and  alumni  rep- 
resentatives from  both  campuses.  From  its  first  meeting  in 
early  April  until  the  announcement  of  Doctor  Ackells  ap- 
pointment, the  committee  reviewed  appro.ximately  two  hun- 
dred applicants  with  diverse  educational  and  geographic 
background. 

Doctor  Ackell,  who  earned  the  doctor  of  dental  medicine 
degree  from  Tuft's  Universit\-  in  1953  and  a  doctor  of  medi- 
cine degree  from  Case-Western  University  in  1962,  will  be 
the  first  VCU  president  to  have  broad  experience  in  the  field 
of  health  care  as  well  as  education  and  administration.  His 
administrative  career  was  launched  in  1966  when  he  was 
named  dean  of  the  College  of  Dentistry  at  the  University  of 
Florida.  Before  moving  to  the  University  of  Southern  Califor- 
nia as  vice  president  for  health  affairs  in  1974,  Doctor 
Ackell  served  as  provost  for  the  J.  Willis  Miller  Health 
Center  at  the  University  of  Florida  and  \ice  president  for 
Health  Affairs,  Universit)'  of  Florida. 

Doctor  Ackells  list  of  honors  and  accomplishments  is  long 
and  varied.  To  give  you  a  picture  of  Doctor  Ackell,  the  man, 
we  talked  to  several  MCV  alumni  who  interviewed  the  Ack- 
ells when  they  were  in  Richmond  to  tour  the  University 
during  the  final  phase  of  the  search  process. 


The  president  of  the  MCV  Alumni  Association,  Dr.  Her- 
bert R.  Boyd,  Jr.,  said  of  Doctor  Ackell,  "1  was  impressed 
with  how  thoroughly  he  had  done  his  homework  and  his 
grasp  of  the  situatitm  here.  "  Doctor  Boyd  further  expressed 
the  view  that,  "His  wide  experience  in  education  and  pre- 
\ious  positions  should  be  beneficial."  He  found  him  and  his 
wife  to  be  very  warm. 

When  Dr.  Thomas  W.  Nooney,  Jr.,  a  faculty  member  and 
member  of  the  MCV  Alumni  Association  Board  was  asked 
about  his  reaction  to  Doctor  Ackell,  he  enthusiasticalK  re- 
sponded, "Doctor  Ackell  answered  all  questions  regarding  the 
University.  He  was  eijualK'  well  versed  about  both  cam- 
puses." Doctor  Noonc\-  felt,  "His  exceptional  talent,  experi- 
ence, and  enthusiasm  would  provide  leadership  for  this  urban 
center  and  a  linkage  to  the  area  of  the  greater  Richmcmd 
communit\'. 

Dr.  O.  T.  Graham,  Jr.,  a  past  president  of  the  MCV  Alumni 
Association  and  a  member  of  a  previous  search  committee, 
replied,  "He  was  my  choice  of  the  candidates.  He  really 
impressed  me  in  that  he  showed  a  genuine  interest  in  and 
knowledge  of  our  situation  here. 

1  was  truly  impressed  with  Doctor  Ackells  knowledge  of 
the  strengths  and  weaknesses  of  the  Universit\-  as  a  whole. 
He  was  also  informed  regarding  the  number  of  institutions  of 
higher  learning  in  Virginia  and  the  intricacies  of  their  fund- 
ing. 

Doctor  and  Mrs.  Ackell  are  a  talented  and  gracious  couple. 
Their  warmth  will  be  an  asset  to  the  Universit\  and  the 
communitv  at  large.

Jonah  Lupton  Larrick  of  Richmond, 
Virginia,  died  on  October  16.

He  came  to  MCV  in  1923  as  YMCA 
secretary,  which  post  he  retained  until 
his  retirement  in  1959.  Mr.  Larrick  was 
known  on  campus  as  "Father  Larrick 
and  that's  how  so  many  of  the  students 
felt  about  him.  He  organized  athletic 
teams — baseball,  basketball,  golf,  and 
wrestling.  Before  the  era  of  dormitories, 
he  helped  the  students  find  places  to 
live  while  they  were  in  school  at  MCV.
